Bank robber 
admits guilt 
in mid-trial 


TEL AVIV. — In a surprise change 
of plea,.accused bank robber Mo- 
she Hayoun (alias “Mariki") in- 
terrupted the hearings in the Tel 
Aviv District Court yesterday to 
admit that he had participated in 
the two hold-ups of the Bank Leumi 
branch in Sderot Har Zion here 
earlier this year. 

“Mariki,” aged 20, admitted his 
guilt several minutes before State's 
witness David Zarfati took the wit- 
ness stand to give his account of 
the two robberies. Zarfati said he 
had personally taken part in the 
first hoki-up, and had heard about 
the second from the perpetrators. 

“Martki" will be sentenced after 
the trial of his. co-defendant, A.v- 
reham Bahajian, 23, is concluded. 

According to the prosecution, the 
first hold-up, in January, was com- 
mitted by Hayoun, Bahajian, ἘΠ 
Zade (now being sought in West 
Germany for an alleged jewel rob- 
bery there) and Zarfati. The second 
hold-up, in March, was allegediy 
committed by Hayoun ard Baha- 
jian, together with Shimon Poni 
and Meir Ben-Lulu, who are being 
tried separately.

Boy, 10, killed

The stoppage, authorized by the 
Seamen's Union, was called follow- 
ing the breakdown on Sunday of 
negotiations with the Ports Author- 
ity on the overtime clause in the 
pilots’ new labour contract. At the 
Netanya meeting the pilots were 
to decide on further steps.

for helping find Eichmann

HATA. The Government re- 
cently paid a blind Jewish lawyer 
in Argentina a $10,000 reward for 
providing information that led to 

the capture of Adolf Eichmann. 
This was reported here yester- 
day by Touvia Friedman, head of 
the Haifa Documentation Centre and 
@ noted “Nazi hunter.” He said the 


ἢ jawyer, Lothar Hermann, had been 


blinded by the Germans in a con- 
centration camp during the Second 
World War. After settling in Ar- 
gentina, he learned of Elchmann’s 
whereabouts through his daughter, 
whom the Nazi's son Klaus was 
courting In the 1950s. 


Hermann reported this informs- 
tion in 1957 to the Attorney-General 
of Hessen, Dr. Fritz Bauer, Mr. 
Friedman said Dr. Bauer in turn 
passed it on to the Israel Security 
Services. After some complications, 
Eichmann was identified, captured 
and brought to Israel for trial in 
1960. He was finally hanged. 

Mr. Friedman said he had urged 
the Prime Minister to arrange for 
payment of a reward to the man 
who had helped in the capture of 
Eichmann. Mrs. Meir ordered an 
inquiry, he said, and the reward 
was finally granted. 

The Prime Minister’s Office last 
night declined to comment on Mr, 
Friedman's story.

FAVOURED COMPROMISE 

In this connection, the Foreign 
Minister sald, the majority in his 
own Labour Party favour compro- 
mise, He will make his own position 
clear when he addresses ‘the 
Central Committee on Thursday in 
the Party’s ongoing debate on policy 
for ‘the areas, He said ‘that he 
broadly agreed with two previous 
speakers (alluding to Deputy Premier 
ABon and Finance Minister Sapir), 
but there were differences between 
his outlook and theirs, 

Turning to Egypt, Mr. Wban said

A heated argument began while 
the two were still ἰπ the car, and 
when the family tried to pull the 
Εἰσὶ out the pair squeezed out the 
other side and fled on foot.

Nato c’ttee urges 
action against 
pro-hijack nations 


BONN (UPI). — A committee of 
U.S. and #uropean legislators yes- 
terday urged joint Western action 
against vations that shelter plane 
hijackers, including “suspension of 
foreign ald," diplomatic sources 
said here yesterday, 

They said the 50-member political 
committee of the North Atlantic 
(Nato) ‘assembly approved a resolu- 
tion aimed at “governments who 
ald or shelter hijackers or terror- 
ists or which fall to extradite 
them.” 


The resolution called for “re- 
fusing to allow the landing or 
servicing of aircraft from _ the 
national airlines of the countries 
concerned, or cutting off air ser- 
vice to them, or suspension of 
foreign aid to them,” the sources 
said. 

The sources at the Nato assembly 
here were quoting from the resoiu-. 
tion, which will not be made public 
officially until ® ‘comes up for 
debate and vote before the full 
assembly tomorrow. 

Other parts of the resolution 
called for joint work on “sophisti- 
cated screening Uevices” that would 
detect concealed bombs and weapons 
in airports and on board planes.

B= more liberal internal situa- 
tion in Hungary tn recent years 
has turned out well for the coun- 
try’s Jews, writes George Garay in 
8 recent issue of “Benjnot"—studies 
on Jews in East Europe published, 
in Hebrew, by the Israel Executive 
‘of the World Jewish Congress. 
-Garay notes that—unlike in Russia, 
Poland, or Czechoslovakia — there 
has been no special developments 
vis-a-vis the Jews, evidenced in the 
fact that the Hungarians did not 
use anti-Zionism as an instrument 
Rgpdnst political opponents while 
the Jews for thelr part raised no 
‘Special plea to be allowed to 
emigrate to Israel. 

Last century, Hungarlan Jewry 
became largely middie-clags. They 
suffered cousequently under the strict 
communism of the Rakosi regime 
bur have found the situation easier 
under the more Liberal policies of 
Kadar. 

Communal and religious life con- 
tinue undisturbed. About 80,000 
Jews live in Hungary of whom 90 
per cent are in Budapest, where 
there are 30 synagogues served by 
30 rabbis, @ rabbinical seminary, 
and no restrictlous on kashrut. The 
government supports the community 
and pays the selaries of its officials, 
maintains the synagogues, hospitals, 
orphanages, and sociai institutlons. 
Once a month, a Jewish service is 
broadcast over the Hungarian 
radio. Matzot are exported to Cze- 
choslovakia and East Germany. 

The community is supervised by 
the Central Committee for Hungar- 
ran Jews which in turn is super- 
vised by the State Institution for 
Religioug Matters. The community 
publishes a journal, maintains a 
museum, and has contacts with cer- 
tain western Jewish bodies such ag 
the Memorial Fund for Jewish Cul- 
ture which finance research projects 
in Hungary. 

Jews have attained high office 
under the Kadar regime — some of 
them In the government and party. 
A quarter of the Central Commit- 
tee and two of the 13 members of 
the Politburo are Jewish, Anti-Semi- 
tism still exists, although it has 
been repeatedly condemned by the 
government which has resisted any 
temptation to resort to it ag ἃ po- 
litical weapon. 

Zionism, which had not been 
strong in Hungary before World 
War ΤΙ, was the strongeat Jewish 
force at its conclusion. Many Hun- 
garian Jews left for Israel in the 
first year of the ‘State until the 


spring of 1949 when the Commun- 
ists banned Zionism and imprison- 
ed many of its leaders. Many Jews 
who did not succeed in Jeaving at 
that time got out during the mass 
exodus in 1956. The deposed regime 
in that year had made an agree-

Jews left — half to Israel, the rest 
to other countries. The programme 
was suddenly stopped by Hungary in 
September 1957. Relations between 
Hungary and Israel until 1967 were 
cool ‘but correct. The Hungarians 
were suspicious of Israel diplomats, 
especially in thelr relations with the 
local Jews. 

At the time of the Six Day War, 
Hungary signed the anti-Israel de- 
elaration of the Eastern bloc — but 
did not refrain from publicizing the 
reservations expressed by Rumania. 
Kadar also showed remarkable un- 
derstanding at that time for the 
feelings of Hungarian Jews and 
thelr Identification with Israel (in 
contrast, say, to Gomulka who call- 
ed sympathizers with Israel “a fifth 
column”). 

The general anti-Israel and anti- 
Zionist tone was far less strong 
than in the other Russla-dominated 
countries. The Jewish organizations 
were not asked to express thelr 
condemnations of Israel (unlike in 
Poland or Czechoslovakia). How- 
ever, Hungary's official foreign po- 
Mey toed the line completely, and 
compensated for its Internal Lfberal- 
ism with outward condemnation of 
Israel. 

In general, there is considerable 
internal sympathy for Israel — and 
of course especialy among the 
Jews. There is increased synagogue 
attendance, but Garay thinks 
may >be a national ag much at a 
religious manifestation. Tt is an op- 
portunity to meet other Jews and 
talk to them about matters of com- 
mon interest. Authors who had hid- 
den their Jewish origin now reveal 
it and are no longer ashamed. Jt 
is even related that Jews in pub- 
lic office no longer always hide 
where their real sympathies 116, and 
have not been rebuked by the au- 
thoritles. 

In general the Jewish community 
has managed well under Kadar — 
in many ways ‘better than under his 
Jewish predecessor, Rakosi. Ka- 
dar's policy of his inde- 
pendence in foreign poiicy in re- 
turn for a free hand in a more 
liberal internal policy has turned 
out well for Hungarian Jewry.

OST couples in the Russian re- 
public, which makes up 75 per 
cent of the Soviet Union and has 
over half of its 246 milllon citizens, 
limit themselves to one child — and 
trad Soviet Government doesn’t like

logue in ‘the Soviet press as the 
Krerolin attempts to persuade its 
citizens to reverse a plunging birth- 
Yate in many ereag. 

The ordinary Russian housewife, 
apparently, couldn't care less. 

“My husband wanted to have three 
children, but I told him he'd have 
to shoot me first," Mrs. G. Alexan- 
drova wrote in the latest issue of 
theweeklynewspaper, “Literary Ga- 
zette.” 

When her daughter is 8 months 
old, Mrs, Alexandrova wil return 
to her job, her friends and active 
social life. “Tl buy good clothes... 
Tm still young. Today life is dif- 
ferent,” she said. ὡ 

Other readers raised more prac- 
tical arguments against larger fam- 
ilies: insufficient apartment space, 
low family allowances, poor kinder- 
garten services and extended shop- 
Ping lines for things ranging from 
tomatoes to diapers. 

Russians are loath to spend their 
wages on kids when clothes, wash- 
ing machines, refrigerators and cars 
are be; to appear on the 
market in modest quantities. 

N. Koltsoy of Leningrad wrote 
that @ one-child family means “the 
good life at home, good food, 
fashionable clothes for my wife and 
vacation trips to the Black Sea.” 

The current ‘Soviet birthrate of 
about 16 per thousand is 50 per cent 
Jower than in Czarist Russia. At 
312 per thousand in 1940, it fell 
to 26.7 in 1950, and 18.4 in 1965. 
The ‘American rate stands at 182 
per thousand. - 

Russians, however, can claim only 
11 per thousand, the U.8.5.R.'s low- 
est. In Moslem Central Asia, the 
figures range from 42 to 46 per 
thousand,

TEL AViv. — 
STRY and culture were the 
two main departments of the re- 
cent Viennese exhibition at the 
Mann Auditorium here and will 
continue until Nov. 26 (an earlter 
instalment was held in Jerusalem). 
I took them in the order ‘here in- 
dicated (you pay for the pastry, the 
culture is free) and enjoyed both. 
But both, I found, brought on large 
waves of chauvinism, which ig ge- 

nerally not my thing at all. 

First to the Sachertorte. A friend 
and 1 shared a table with three ge- 
nerations of a family whose origins 
were obviously in Vienra. Ali the 
tableg in the lounge were occupied 
the afternoon we arrived, mostly by 
elderly ladies but with a good pro- 
portion of elderly men, dutiful 
children, and captive grandchildren. 

“Your Bachertorte last week waa 
certainly not worse,” one of our 
tablemates, a woman in an Aled 
(or Dorina or Hlanit) suit said to 
her friend, who was wearing 8. 
very similar suit. And indeed, we 
have no reason to feel inadequate 
about the best of our pastries. My 
Hungarian bakery, just a Krem- 
schnett away from the Mann Audi- 
torlum, bas a more interesting 
selection and former A.ustro-Hun- 
gartans have happily queued up 
there for years. 

PLEASANTLY STRANGE 

I have no withering criticism of 
the Mann Auditorium-Dan Botel- 
Sachertorte (perhaps they were ἃ 
Uttle light with the jam, and the 
array was a little low on charm) 
because the whole atmosphere 
struck me as interestingly and 
Pleasantly strange. For some rea- 
son I could not analyse, the men 
looked as though they could more 
easily and convincingly and instant-

For 
Vienna is a special case: take away 
the Jews, as was done, and there 
will not be ali that much left. A 
Vudenrein travelling exhibit could
